A DANGER SPOT 


With the commencement of con- 
struction of the subway on 97th street, 
traffic will be diverted from that thor- 
oughfare; most of it of necessity to 96th 
street. The crossing on the latter 
street is wholly unprotected, though on 
occasion a trainman undertakes the 
regulation of traffic while shunting 
operations are in progress. 

With the additional volume of traffic 
that is to be turned into the street for 
the summer, gates should be installed 
at once; and they should be left there 
permanently. The city and the railway 
have been trifling with the lives of peo- 
ple at that crossing long enough, and it 
is time to establish safeguards. 


THE RED CROSS 


The Red Cross is this week making 
its annual appeal for funds. The work 
which the organization is carrying on, 
and for which its revenues are spent, has 
long been generally known, and widely 
appreciated. What may not be so well- 
known is that the organization wound 
up last year with a deficit, and that un- 
less more ample means are placed at its 
disposal further retrenchment will be 
necessary, with a possibility that the 
Red Cross may have to cease operations 
in this part of the Dominion altogether. 

In the circumstances “he who gives 
quickly gives twice,” while the induce- 
ment to give is more than usually strong. 
The newer sections of the country are 
those in which ministrations of the kind 
for which the organization stands are 
urgently required. It would be some- 
thing of a tragedy if it had to withdraw 
from this province for any reason; while 
its withdrawal because of lack of sup- 
port would be by no means in keeping 
with the liberality which characterizes 
the people of Alberta. 


SAFETY FIRST» 


A man was killed when the gale on 
Thursday blew down a sign on 97th 
street. A few days before that a sign 
crashed on Jasper avenue during a wind 


storm, fortunately without injuring 
anyone. The moral is not that the ela- 
borate sign is necessarily a menace 


that must be banned in the interests of 
public safety; but that it should be 
stayed and supported so strongly that 
there is no discernible danger of it being 
torn loose. , 

The past spring has rudely disturbed 
one pleasing tradition, and has shown 
that while wind may be less prevalent 
here than elsewhere it occasionally does 
blow with great violence. A sign, like 
any other structure, must be built to 
stand the maximum strain that is liable 
to be put upon it. It would seem reazson- 
able to assume that signs which have 
withstood the gales of the past few 
months are securely anchored. To make 
assurance doubly sure, it would be a 
good idea to have an inspection made 
as to whether the attachments of any 
of these have been loosened by the un- 
usual test that has been put upon them. 


THE JASPER HIGHWAY 


Mr. Prevey has done well to inter- 
ject into the provincial campaign the 
question of the early completion of a 
permanent highway to Jasper Park, and 
to pledge himself to work for that much- 
desired improvement. That is a subject 
on which the electors in the city, and in 
constituencies generally throughout 
central Alberta, are entitled to know the 
views and intentions of every candidate 
who is asking for their support 

It is not necessary to assume hosti!- 
ity on the part of the present or any 
prospective government toward that 
project, as a reason for urging that this 
Should get very direct attention during 
the contest. So far as the present Goy- 
ernment is concerned it has in the last 
year made a very substantial beginning 

the construction of the road; and it 
is to be assumed that it or any succeed. 
ing government would carry the enter- 

to completion. 

But that is not quite good enough 
Edmonton and central Alberta are en- 
titled to know not only that the highway 
will be built, but that it will be built 
with all reasonable expedition, and that 
the local members in the next legislature 
will press for that urgently and insist- 
ently. In this matter Edmonton and 


the Edmonton district are in compe- 
tition with other parts of the province. 
The demands for road construction are 
many, and, under any government, the 
construction that is most keenly de- 
manded is the construction that is likely 
to be done first. 

It is safe to assume that in other 
parts of the province candidates are be- 
ing required to state their views in re- 
gard to local highway projects in very 
definite terms, and that when elected the 
representatives of those districts will 
lose no opportunity to urge the consid- 
eration of these Fa pace If Edmonton 
and the surrounding constituencies sent 
men to the legislature who were not par- 
ticularly concerned in urging the early 
completion of the highway to Jasper, 
the chances are that this highway 
would get only secondary consideration. 

If Edmonton people, and the people 
of central Alberta, are really concerned 
in getting this highway built, now is the 
time for them to say so with effect. In 
this world a government does what its 
legislature impels it to do, and can only 
do what the legislature will back it in 
doing. However favorable the govern- 
ment in power after the election may be 
to the Jasper highway, the prosecution 
of that undertaking will be in propor- 
tion to the amount of pressure that is 
brought to bear by the representatives 
of Edmonton and the section of the pro- 
vince that is directly interested in the 
matter.

% DANGER SIGNALS 

If you are in good health you should be totally unaware that you 
have any internal organs. Your stomach and heart and liver should do 
their work so easily and smoothly that you are unaware of their functioning. 
Whenever you feel them “cutting up,” you may be sure that there is some 
Gerangement of their functions which you should 
give your attention to and correct. Pain and distress 
are always friendly warnings to tell you of impending 
danger. 

Many sick people fail to get well because they fail 
to distinguish between getting rid of the pain and 
getting rid of the cause of the pain. If you can 
make yourself understand that pain is a warning in- 
dication you will readily see that getting rid of the 
pain ts not as important as getting rid of its cause. 

Suppose a baby had a needle imbedded in its 
flesh. Would it be sensible to give the baby some- 
thing to kill the pain? Rather, wouldn't it be the wise thing to remove 
the needle which is hurting? The next time you feel a stomach ache or a 
headache, think this over. If you have a headache it is caused by some 
harmful condition in the body. It is no doubt a good thing to get rid of

Whenever nature sends you such 
a warning, do not fail to heed it, 
and try to study out what error you 
have committed in breaking health 
laws. Go back over your living 
habits, and especially the details of 
your last few meals.

and combining foods, and consider | 


if you are exercising enough or 
sleeping enough to maintain good 
health. Be honest with yourself if 
you wish to be helped by the danger 
signals of pain. 

You cannot expect to be perman- 
ently cured if you are satisfied only 
in relieving symptoms. There are 


lots of trick treatments which will | 


make a pain disappear, but you 
should remember that these treat- 
ments are only for relief, and the 
real trouble which is overlooked will 
continue to become worse until) fi- 
nally it may become incurable. 

If you do not cure the origina! 
cause it will return soon again with 
either similar symptoms or with 
other symptoms which at first 
thought might seem to have no con- 
nection with the former trouble. 

Some people are satisfied to have 
one operation after another when al 


this would be unnecessary if they | 


really found out what was wrong 
with themselves and learned how to 
live so as to avoid further trouble. 
I urge you to give more thought to 
the cause of disease in your body 
than you do to the effects. 

Many of the more serious diseases 
do not give much warning just be- 
fore a fata! termination, but I am 
sure that these diseases gave warn- 
ing time after time in their incipi- 
ent stages, and these warnings being 
ignored, perhaps hundreds of times, 
resulted in toxic accumulations and 
Gestructions of tissues which became 
irreparable. 

The next time you feel a pain, try 
to discover the cause. If you will do 
this I feel sure that you will be 
greatly rewarded in increased health 
and more complete freedom from 
the danger of recurring and more 


serious signs of il] health which are 
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the unavoidable results of attempt- 
ing to suppress symptoms. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
Peritonitis 

Question: A. J. writes: “Recently 
T had an illness which was diag- 
nosed as localized peritonitis. Am 
much better now, but frequently 
have severe attacks. Is there a cure 
other than an operation?” 

Answer: Peritonitis means an in- 
flammation of the toneum or 
smooth covering which lines the in- 
side of the abdominal wall. Such 
inflammation may come from a dis- 
ease of one of the abdominal organs, 
in which case an operation is some- 
times advised for the removal of the 
irritating organ, but such operations 
are always dangerous during acute 
peritonitis. My adviee is to find out 
the organic inflammation which is 
eausing the peritonitis and then to 
find a cure ff possible which will 
not necessitate an operation.

Extremes of heat and cold, long un- 
changing torrid climates, vigorous 
and monotonous Arctic areas, con- 
demn men to a limited round of ac- 
tivities. All great civilizations arqge 
in temperate climates. In shifting 
environments men must become ac- 
climated; ways of life and the ways 
of the weather develop together. So 
perhaps we retain not so much in 
our bones, as in our subconscious 
selves, some sense of bondage and 
support that leads to personalizing 
our relations to the weather. How-
